Iniroducing his consulıative 
document 1rade _unioı 
reform, Mr Norman Tebbil. 
Secretary of State for _Employ- 
ment, said: “fF think the 
politicization of trade unions 15 
unfortunate, because it is QUNC 
clear trom independent rescarch 
that their members are nol SO 
hog-tied.” ٤ 

His ihree-part policy paper. 
which is seen as part of Ihe 
Conservatives’ general election 
manifesto rather than a serious 
option for immediate legislation 
concentrates on moves to crealC 
a new styie of union leadership 
and to loosen the historic link 
between the unions and Ihe 
Labour Party. 

Three months have bccn sct 
aside for consultation with both 
sides of industry, and Mr Tebbit 
will then publish later this 
summer a White Paper or a 
further consultaıive documcnL 
detailing the Cabinet's tegislat- 
tive intentions. However as 
already disclosed in The Times 
on December 17, 1here will be 
no Bil in this session of 
Parliament. 

The Green Paper sets down 
three areas in which legislation 
“might be consi ™: secret 
ballots for elections in trade 
unions; secret ballots before 
strikes; and measures to update 
the Trade Upion Act, 1913 
provisions on the political 
activities of trade unions so as5 
to allow members to “contract 
n rather . ae OUE 
of paying the political levy. 

Ron these, the introduc- 
tion of compulsory secret postal 
ballots for the election of union 
leaders has clear precedence. 
“Few trade vhions have taken 
the iniliative in bringing about 
democratic reform, and 
Govemment has reluctantly 
came to the conclusion that 
some legislative intervention is 


necessary,” the document 
rT bbit said yesterday that 

r Tebbit sai y tha 
secret ballots coud produce a 


new generation of trade union 
leaders “truly representative of 
the membership” who would 
work with employers to ensure 
greater profilability, better pay 
and more secure employment. 
He added: “That would be 
my ideal sort of trade union. f 
do not know if it will come but I 
think it is a reasonable chance." 
Union leaders more respon- 
sive to their members would 
also be more likely to call for 
ballots before major strikes, the 
Government thinks, thereby 
obviating the need for compul- 
sory voles before stoppages 
about which ministers are not 
very enthusiastic.

An attempt was made by an

Cantracting-Out 

An analysıs of the available 
information on those unions which 
haıe political funds gives rise to 
serious doubts whether the sStalutory 
requirements for contracting-Out 
work satisfactorily in practice ın ali 
unions. 

The most likely explanation must 
he that for one reason or another 
coniracting-out is more difficult for 
the individual member in some 
untons than it ıs in others. There is 
evidence lhat many irade unions do 
not lake adequale steps to ensure 
that their members know thal they

In shor, arguments both of 
principle and of practice suggest lhe 
need for change ın the operation of 
the 1913 AcL This would besi be 
donc sımply by substituting con- 
tracting-in for contracling-oul. 

Ik is clearly unsatisfactory thal 
therc should be marked differences 
of practices between trade ugions in 
their accounting arrangements and 
returms aboın adminsurative costs in 
connexion with political objects.

Ballots before 
strikes 


Few things have done more to 
louer public regard for ırade union 
than the spectacle of strike decisions 
heing laken by a show of hands at 
stage-man: mass mcctings to 
which outsiders mar be admitled 
and where dissenters may 
intimidated. 

The argument of principle far 
sirike ballots is sımple and 
unanswerable, 

4 power for the Governmenl to 
seek an order lo impose a strike 
hall existed in this county 
betuween 1971 and 1974. Il was 
exercised only once: in the British 
Raii dispule of 1972 when an 
official work-to-rule and overtime 
ban had airezdy seriousiy disrupied 
services, On an 85 per cenl IUFNOUL. 
1he vole was overwhelmingly ın 
lavour of industrial action. 

The idea of legislating for a 
""triggered™ ballot - that is a ballot 
invoked by a certain proportion uf 
1he members of a rade union - has 
attucled more interest. Such 
legislation would provide union 
members uıth an opporlunity to 
challenge and text the support for a 
derision of the union executive lo 
call an official sirike or some other 
storm of industrial action. 

The simplest approach would be 
to allow any employer whose 
employees were acually on strike to 
call for a ballot of his own 
cmployces. Some employers already 
have experience of holding their 
onn ballots. One further possibility 
would be for the Government 1O 
niake available funds for cmploycrs 
io hold strike ballots in circum- 
stances where unions have refused 
to ballot their members.

Since 1he 1860s. if not carlicr, 
trade unions hatc used their funds 
to pursue political purposes. 


Green Paper views on union democracy 


at least in the ckctior of thcir 
governing bodics, if would go a 
long way towards making their 
Icaders mare representative of the 
views of their members. 
Similarly, if all irade unions 
were 1o lake the views of their 
members through secret balloi 
before embarking on industrial 
action. many unnecessary and 
gq maging stnkes could be avoid- 


Another area of great concern is 
ihe political activities of [rade 
unions. often carried on with scant 
disregard for the wishes of 
individual members, In particular, 
1 pelieve we should examine the 
rules governing the payment of the 
poliuüical levy and find a way of 
giving individuals the right to 
review and confirm the political 
objects supported by their union. I 
would noL however. propose io 
make any changes in this area 
cflecive until afler a general 
election. 

In publishing this Green Paper 
the Government is seeking an 
informed and «ide ranging public 
discussion on a number of 
.propasals for change which have 
been suggested. Reforms imposed 
by law must be workable. They 
musl command general respecı 
and support and rust be 
enforceable. In some areas there 
may be no cffective jegislative 
paıh to reform. in others there are 
undoubted problems about legis- 
lating. but they must be grasped 
and overcome if we are to Move in 
step with public opinion. 

This Green Paper is about 
restoring dernocracy ir 1rade 
unions. Surely nobody can argue 
against the principle. I very much 
hope that everyone concerned, but 
particulariy the trade unions, will 
coniribute fully to the discussion.

Voting by ballot bon overcomes 
ıhe more obx1ous problems assocı- 
ated with voling by show of hands 
and reduces the risks of manipu- 
ation.

The return of hallot papers 
through the post can remove many 
of ıhe problems previously de- 
scribed: but some remain.

The cost of crime: 2

They were no mare likely to see 
crime in their area as “a salient 
or problematic issué™. 
Research generally suggests 
that juveniles, police, nurses 
and people whose work takes

A few victims later naled up 
their windows. pul furniture 
against doors or slept with a 
makeshift weapon beside the 
bed. 


The pain caused by crime is 
widespread. There were 349,011 
burglaries of homes in 1981 of 
which only 28 per cent we 
solved. 3 

Residual anxiety was 
heightened by a lack of police 
reaction. About a third of 
people surveyed criticized 
police handling of the case, 
cornplaining of their “lack of 
interest”, treating the victim as 
“unimportant” or making them 
“feel as if we were wasting their 
time”. Those who praised the 
police did so because of “the 
tronble they took”. 

Those findings are more than 
borne out by a survey by Joanna 
Shapland of te Oxford research 
centre of 278 vicims of 
violence and other crimes in 


wo Midland tga em inin places pf danger, may ge a «e 


growth 10 tackle a national 
need. There are now 140 
schemes in Britain which may 
have helped as many as 40.000 
viclims last year, compared 
with 27,500 in I981. 

Until the schemes met tlhe 
need it had gone Jargely 
unrecognized. The way many 
victims have felt excluded from 
the criminal justice system has 
undermined faith in it. 

The need for the schemes and 
a change in attitude by many 
police was bome out in 
burglaries research by Michael 
Maguire, of the Centre for 
Criminalogi Research at 
Oxford University, in collabora- 
tion with Trevor Bennett. of 
Cambridge University’s Insti- 
tute of Criminology. 

While burgled rnen tend to be 
angered, many women are 
shocked and upset. At worst 
they fall il with mild depression 
or hysteria. At least 6 per cent 
suffered severe shock, trem- 
bling, panic or uncontrolled

All proposals for reducing the 
nuclear arms race coming from 
Mr Yuri Andropov, the Soviet 
leader, and the Warsaw Pact 
countries musî be given 
"serious and careful scrutiny” 
and every negotiating QpPOT- 
tunity cxploited. Herr Hans- 
Dietrich Genscher,. the West 
German Foreign Minister. l1old 
the European Parliament in 
Strasbourg yesterday. 

Giving his assessment of the 
main issucs facing the Cornm- 
unity during West Germany's 
six-month presidency of the 
Council of Ministers, he said all 
member states would have to 
satisfy the growing anti-nuclear 
protest movement. 

“We shall give careful analy- 
sis to the latest proposals from 
the Warsaw Pact countries. 
regardless of the polemical 
terms in which they are 
couched. and assess them 
without precondiüons. We shall 
pursue our peace policies in a 
constructive spirit. 

“The failure of any genuinely 
scrious peace initiative wil] nol 
be attributable to us.” 

MEPs saw in this statement a 
message for Mir George Bush, 
the American Vice President, 
who is coming to Europe at the 
en of the month as ا‎ 

.eagans's emissary to assess the 
European attitude to Mr Andro- 
pov'’s latest initiative. 

Herr Genscher emphatically 
criticised the Soviet Union, 
demanding again that Russian 


forces should be withdrewn 
from Afghanistan. 
He said: “Not least, we 


expect the Soviet Union t0 
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. Tespond to 1he West's genuine 


wish to negotiate on arms 
control..." 

Herr Ganscher said Europe 
had to strive for dêtente despite 
all setbacks and disappoint- 
ments. 

Herr Genscher referred obli- 
quely to the European Parlia- 
ment’s ban on the £500m rebate 
to the United Kingdom under 
1he 1982 budge and the 
repayment of about £70m to the 
West German Government. 

He said experience had 
shown that it would not be 
passible to solve such a 
complex problem as the comm- 
unitys financial sy stem, which 
the Parliament had demanded 
within a year.

She worries particularly about the

The teacher 
says: Now wouldn't you prefer 1o 
ıake biology rather than physics. 
dear.” and the girl agrees. 

“The same sort of attitudes can 
Icad to scgregation in the crafl 
subjects as well. Schools now have 
to give boys and girls equal access to 
the whole range. Bul il is one thing 
just having the courses available. 
You can still end up with the girls 
doing cookery and needlework and 
the boys doing the metalwork. [ 
think schoolchildren should take all 
the crafi subjects for at least the first 
couple of years and then be allowed 
lo decide which ones they wanl 10 
continue with, We have to overcome 
ali this conditioning that discourages 
women from choosing things like 
engineering.”

Baroness Platt of Writtle, newly 
appointed chairman of the Equal 
Opportunities Commission pro- 
duced a screwdriver from her 
handbag with a flourish.

I learnt all about 
fuses as a girl." 

Lady Platt. you will not be 
surprised to learn. graduated swiftly 
from fuses to fuselages, becoming 
one of Britain's first aeronautical 
cngincers after taking a degree in 
Mechanical Sciences at Cambridge.

Sir. Professor Eric Barmard (January 
1O; has, unwiıtingly. belped 10 make 
Dr Roger Scruton’s point (feature. 
January 4) by an exaggcralton of 
tanguage which we havc come l0 
expect from Mr Neil Kinnock. bul

Fellow of the Royal Society. To 
accuse Sir Keith Joseph, of all 
people. of “philistinism” and of 
being “scornful and deslruclive of 
learning” is so palpably ridiculous 
thal Hl obscures and demeans his 
genuine and valid point about the 
crucial importance of balance in 
higher education. As he well knows. 
the UGC proposals were for a 
modest shill in resources from the 
aris and humanities to the natural 
sciences, engineering. and medicine:

claim that the former are “useless” 
subjects. ۴ 

The UGC exercise was extremely 
painful. and certainly gave me no 
pleasure. but il did reveal some very 
disturbing facts and was, in my 
judgmenlL long overdue.

if indeed both are to survive,

ance compared wilh pro- 
fessionals. Tt is a fact of sporting 
life as incontrovertible as the 
experience of Archimedes in the 
bath that the skill of any 13- 
stone centre will rise mı more or 
less direct proportiou to the time 
spent practising.
